The 
Parly Programme Itself Is also 
a scientific, homage-paying 
work about our national entity, 
defining the purly, its historic 
.mission, against the grandiose 
background of national Ideals 
and aspirations In their long 
his l mica I evolution. The proc- 
lamation of identity without re- 
servations, false modesty or any . 
kind of complexes Is a premise 
of (he very national dignity nf 
(be Romanian people. A caudal 
virtue, a fruit of Bell-awareness, 
dignity Is won not only through 
an effort to preserve Intrinsic 
vnlues bid also through one el- 
marl at JiMr-stirpasshiif, It rau- 
not be afrfrmcd once nnd for 
all. it Is I'carrinncd In each his- 
torical period, being continually 
related to Ihe new social de- 
mands, both national and uni- 
versal. 

Tho Union of 1918 was an act 
.of national will oE the highest 
dignity, which put an end to the 
partial dependence on olhor 
slates and nations aud proclaim- 
ed our overall self-determina- 
tion. The result of the union 
was llie superior deployment of 
the demlurglea] rorces of the 
pcoplo for Ihe creation of an ad- 
vanced civilization. Undoubted- 


ly (ho completion of stalal unify 
did not remain without effects 
an Ibe level of sool&l develop- 
ment ; one Is aware of the po- 
sitive processes engendered In 
Iho sphere of the productive 
forces and relations, of tho 
structure or society, of the po- 
lltleai and cultural manifesta- 
tion. But the bourgeoisie which 
was then in power Tailed to live 
up lo the moment Tor (he achi- 
evement of which It had fought. 
By selling the national i-lcbcs to 
foreign monopolies, subjecting 
the country to a supcrsfafal ex- 
ploitation and accepting the 
economic and political conse- 
quences deriving therefrom, af- 
firming and most seriously sup- 
porting Romania's vocation as a 


part of such a vigorous action 
creating a new material and 
cultural civilisation as now, Tiie 
aspiration after such a renais- 
sance, after a relaunch of such 
scope In Ihe orbit or material 
progress has always existed, es- 
pecially at Ibe moment of achi- 
eving (he great union, but what 
was unfortunately lacking was 
the propelling force, tho catalyst, 
the unifier and organizer of tbe 
people's potential tar work, 
change, renewal and creation.

look — must be crcalcd between 
the pari Iciiiqf Ion In the devel- 
opment of enterprises and llic 
individual Inpomcn, and the ri- 
gorous application of the econo- 
mic-financial mechanism with a 
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'preeminently agrarian'' state, It 
harmed the people's dignity. The 
policy promoted In the spirit of 
these orientations was a serious 
prejudice to (he nation, belug 
In fact a declaration of noncon- 
fidenoe In tbe masses' capacity 
f“ r turning to best advantage 
Inolr material resources. Intel- 
ligence, talent and industry in 
order lo narrow (he gaps sepa- 
rating our country from the ad- 
vanced capitalism of Western 
Europe, a retrograde altitude, a 
Proof of political shortsighted- 
ness and inability (o govern. 

The Ninth Congress not only 
brought again into focus (he 
concept of national dignity, re- 
habilitating it and purirylng it 
Tram erroneous ideological al- 
luvia, bu| if also defined tactic- 
ally and progi-ainm Alloa lly (lie 
path or actually exercising It, 
In accordance with the impera- 
tives or (he age. Never In our 
bimlllepary history was there a 
greater mobilization of energies, 
or was ihe rramowork of a mo- 
re spectacular deployment or 
forces created than In the period 
elapsed since Ibe Ninth Con- 
gress. The Romanians' national 
dignity had had the opportunity 
to manifest Itself several limes 
along Ihe centuries, on the bnt- 
tloflelil. tar the defence of the 
IhimI, (he language, freedom, 
iho national being, but never as 



ee (bis reasoning clearly ap- 
pears to be false. The Romanian 
Communist Party has had at Us 
disposal an approximately equal 
period since the Ninth Congress, 
since comrade Nlcolae Ceaugescu 
became lls leader, to create li- 
terally a new lechnlco-malerial 
base of society.

VEGETAL FACTORIES 


Today hundreds of millions 
of tons of Industrial ullrogen 
are produced for agricultu- 
ral purposes. The. energy ef- 
fort and ecological price of 
these fertilizers are tremen- 
dous. However, only a part 
(sometimes less than a half 1) 
of the aotlve substance In- 
stilled by man into the sail 
Is actually usod By plants. 
For Instance, long-term tests 
with Isotoplo methods msdo 
by the Fundulea-bnscd in- 


si 



I stltuto of research Into the 
culture of ocroals and tech- 
nical plants proved that tho 
capitalization coeflclent. In 
niaizo rises to 52 per 'cent 
(from 150 kg H/ha, which Is 
eonsldored to be the best 
dose for black earth). 

In fbo face of this reality 
the gcneilclans’ concern with 
creating cereals whirls, liko 
vegetables, can fix the at- 
mospherical nitrogen, holds 
?u| fabulous prospects. . 

In other words attempts 
aro made at moving (he che- 
mical industry manufacturing 
ullrogen Into the plant's 
root. 

.In this field the Eundulea 
Institute of research has been 
approaching for more than a 
decade combinations fixing 
nitrogen among denitrified 
plant roots and micro-orga- 
nisms, apt to supply their 
vegetal partner with assi- 
milable nitrogen and phyto- 
hormones. A great deal of 
tests Included the Azosplrd- 
Imn-lype or bacteria residing 
both In tho root or cereals 
and maize. Specialists iden- 
tified gouotypes of plants 
able to develop abundant 
bnclcrlal associations with a 
continuous evolution up to 
tha end of the vegetation pc* 
rlod. 

In order to meliorate the- 


5B natural symbiotic, associa- 
tions researchers studied the 
reaction of different geno- 
types of maize and wheat to 
the experimental Inoculation 
with sovoral bacterial sterna 
as well as their conlrlhul'on 
lo Iho growth of production.
